The following Draft of a proposed Act was 
read in Council for the firat time on the 16th 
of January 1845. 

Act No. —— or 1845. 

An Act for regulating the levy of Water Rent, 
Tolls and Dues on certain Canals for irrigation 
and navigation, constructed by Government in the 
North Western Provinces, aad, for the protection 
of the said Canals from injury. 


Whereas numerous Canals have been construct- 
ed, and are in progress of construction at the 
public expense in the North Western Provinces 
of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, for 
the purpose of irrigation and also for navigation 
so far as it may be practicable to unite the two 
objects, and wheread itis requisite to regulate the 
levy of rents, tolls or dues, on such Canals, and 
to provide for their protection from injury— 

1. It is hereby enacted, that the Lieutenant 
Governor of the North Western Provinces shail 
be competent, by proclamation to be made in the 
Government Gazette, to declare the Provisions of 
this Act applicable to any such Canal. 

ll. And it is hereby enacted, that the said 
Lieutenant Governor of the North Western Pro- 
vinces shall be competent to draw out rules to 
regulate the levy uf water rent, and the supply of 
water for irrigation, and the payment of tolls and 
dues on boats, rafts or floats, and admission to 
the benefits of navigation on such Canals, as may 
be found most suitable to the peculiar circum- 
stances of each, ‘The rules thug drawn out shall 
be published for general information in the 
Government Gazette. 

11, And itis hereby enacted, that any acts 
done by private individuals in contravention of the 
rules eo published, shall be punishable either by 
temporary deprivation of the benefits of the 
Canal, or by the penalties hereinafter described. 

IV, And it is hereby enacted, that all ba- 
lances of water rent due for lands irrigated by 
the Canal shall be levied, either by temporary 
deprivation of the benefits of the Canal, or by 
the same process as is prescribed for the recovery 
of balances of land revenue. a 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever 
wilfully causes any obstruction to any of the said 
Canals, or to any of the water courses drawn and 
supplied therefrom, or damages the banks of the 
Canal or the works constructed for its mainte- 














nance shall be lisble to the penalties hereinafter 
described, 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that all persons 
offending against the provisions of this Ack or of 
the rules passed under this Act, shall be pun- 
ishable on conviction before the Magistrate by 
imprisonment without laber for a term not exceede 
ing fourteen days, or fine to an amount not 
exceeding 50 Rupees, or hath; and in default of 
payment of such fine, by additional imprisonment 
for fourteen days. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that if the 
Owner of any boat, float, or raft, navigal an 
such Canal, shall refuse to pay the prescribed tol 
it shall be lawful for the Officer charged with the 
levy of tolls on the Canal, to detain such boat, 
raft, or float, and if the toll be not paid, in the 
course of ten days, then it shall be lawful for the 
said Officer under the direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Canal, on the 10th. day after the 
seizure, to sell euch property, or 60 much thereof 
as may be necessary, or jo declare the whole 
confiscated ; provided that in all such cases no 
confiscation shall be carried into effect till the 
circumstances have been réported to the Commis- 
sioner of the Division and his sanction obtained 
thereto. 


VIII. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the Lieutenant Govervor of the North 
Western Provinces to appoint Officers for the 
collection of the rent toll and dues, hereinbefore 
mentioned, and to confer on such Officer the 
powers of Deputy Collectors for the levy of euch 
rent, and of Joint Magistrates for the enforces 
ment of such penalties as have been hereinbefore 
specified, 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information.

Thirdly, Lands held by Khood Kasht or 
Kadeemee Ryotts baviitg rights of occupancy at 
fixed rents ox at rents assessable according to fixed 
rules under the Regularious in force. 


Fourthly. Lands held under bonii fide leases, 
at fair rents, temporary or perpetual, for the eree- 
tion of dwelling houses, or manufactories, or for 
mines, gardens, tanks, canals, places of worship, 
harying grounds, clearing of jungle, or like hene- 
ficial purposes, such lands continuing to be used 
for the jurposes specified in the leas: 

Fitihly. Farms granted in good faith at fair 
rents and for specified areas by a former Proprie- 
ior, for terms not exceeding twenty years, under 
written leases, registered within a month from 
their date. Provided that a written notice, speci- 
fying full particulars of the position, rent and area 
of tho lands, the terms of the lease and the names 
of the parties shall at the game time bé given by 
the latter to the Collector in every case. and the 
Collector shall be at liberty to object to the same 
in the event of his seeing reason to believe that 
the seenrity of the Public Revenue will be materi- 
ally affected thereby.

Provided that nothing in this Act contain- 
ed shall be construed to entitle any purchaser of 
land at a public sole to demand a higher rate of 
rent from any persons whose tenure or agreement 
may be annulled as aforesaid than was demandable 
by the former Malgoozar, except in cases in which 
such persons may have held their lands under en- 
Bagements, stipulating for a lower rate of rent 
than would have been justly demandable for the 


| land, in consequence of abatements having been 


grated by the former Malgoozars from the old 
established rates by special favor, or for a conside- 
ration, or the like, or in cases in which it may be 
proved that according to the custom of the Per- 
gunnah, Mouzah, or other local division such 
persons are liable to be called upon for any new 
assessment, or other demand not interdicted by 
the Regulations of Government. 


XXVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that it 
shall be competent to* the Local Government 
when it shall seem proper at any time be- 
fore a gale for arrear shall have been actually 
made, to direct it to be made, subject to the 
leases, assignments, or other encumbrances, with 
which a Proprietor in possession, his ancestors, or 
predecessors may have hyrthened his assessed 
Estate, or to stich of them as shall appear proper.

And it is hereby enacted, that ex- 
cepting Copartaers of Estates under Butwar- 
rah who may have savéd their shares from 
sale under Sections 33 and 34, Regulation XIX 
1814, any recorded or unrecorded Proprietor or 
Copartner who may purchase in bis own nam or 
in the name of another the Estate of which ke 
is Proprietor or Copartner; or who by re-pur- 
chase or otheryjse, may recover possession of 
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the said Estate after it has been sold for arrears 
under.this Act; and likewise any purchaser of an 
Estate sold for other arrears or'demands than these 
accruing upén itself, shall by such purchase acquire 
the Hatate subject to all its encumbrances existing 
at the time of gale and shall not aequire any rights 
in respect to ryotts and under-tenants which were 
Not possessed by the previous Proprietor at the time 
of the sale of the said Estate.

imprisoument, or both, at the discretion of the 
Court, and shall not be sentenced to any other 
punishment whatever, any Law or Regulation to 
‘the contrary notwithetunding, 


IL And itis hereby enacted, that no person 
shall be admitted to prosecute any woman for 
Adultery other than the husband of such woman, 
and that no person shall be admitted to prosecute 
any man for Adultery other than the husband of 
the woman, with whom such man is alleged to have 
committed Adultery.

No, 87 of 1645.—The Right Hor'ble the Goyornor General of India in Council has the satisac- 
tion to announce, ,under instructions from the Huv’ble the Court of Directors, that the following 
Regulations, relative to Pensions and Allowances, shall, from the Ist January 1843, be applicable to 
the cases of the Widows and Families of the Service, 
killed in action with the Enemy. 





‘opean Ollicers of the Hon'ble Company 


1. The Widow of an Officer killed in action, or who dies from rounds received in action within 
six months after heing wounded, may, provided she is not left in wealthy circumstances, be allowed 
the Pension fixe the annexed Scale. 








2. If-an Officer shall leave a legitimate Child or Children, each may receive an Allowance accord- 
ing to the rates affixed to the annexed Scale. ‘I'he Sons until they attain the age of 18 years, or are 
otherwise provided for; ‘The Daughters until they marry, or attaia the age of 21 years, whichever 
may happen firat, aid no longer; except-in any special cases, in which it shall “hi shown, under 
Medical Certificates, that such Sons orDauglwors ave allivted with any mental or bodily infirmity, 
rendering them totally incapable of making any exertion fur their uwn support, aud that they ave still 
in distressed circumstances. 











8. Tfan Officer be killed in action or die of his wounds within six months after the wounds 
shall have been received, and shall leave a Widow or Children, or both, a Gratuity of one year’s Pay 
of the Regimental Commission held by him, may be given to his Widow, and one-third of the amouat 
thereof to each of his legitimate Children under age aud unmarried. 


4. Ifsuch Officers. leave no Widow, nor legitimare Child, an Annual Allowance equal to the 
crates in the annexed Seale, and according to the Reximental Rank of the Olficer, may be granted to 
his Mother, provided she be a Widow, and in distressed circumstances, and was wainly dependent 
upon the Officer for support; but if the Mother shall be herself in the receipt. of a Pension, or shall 
have any other Provision of any kind derived from the Mast India Company, no allowance under this 
Regulation shall be made to her on account of her Sun, unless she relinquish such Pension or 
Provision. 




















5. In the event of her remarrying, any allowance that may lave been granted to her shall ceasa, 
and not be renewetl, uulesz she shail a second time become a Widow, and be left in distressed circum= 


stances. 


G6. Ifthe Officer shall have left no Widow, legitimate Child, nor Mother, bat shall have left a 
Sister, or Sisters, being Orphans, having no Parenfy nur surviving, Hrothey, and baviag beow mally 
dependent for support upor the Officer, an allowance according to the annexed 
mental Rank of the Officer, may be grinted to such Sister, or divided amongst sneh Sister 
]y, under extraordivary and special circumstances arisii out of the ieritorious Military Services of

And whereas alse a practice has grown up in 
the Courts of the East India Company, of admi- | 
nistering to every person not being a [indoo or | 
Mahominedan,—in all cases not specially provided 
for,—the subsiantive Law of the country of such 
yerson, or of the country of the ancest6rs of such 
person, whenever snch eubstantive Law is noi 
inconsistent with equity and good conscience; 

And wherdas it is lawful for Aliens to hold 

Jands in the said Territories, and there is a great 
and inereasing numoer of Aliens in the said ‘Ler- | 
ritories; 
‘And whereas also the diversity of Laws, which 
the said Courts of the East’ India Company, 
scvording to the said practice, may have to admi- 
nieter, is likely to occasion great and increasing 
inconvenience and difficulty ;

For¢wo reasons we think it right to explain the 
sense in which wo have used this «xpreasions

(e) APPLICATION OF STATUTES TO INDIA. 


We wrote to the Judges of the Sitpreme Courts of 
Madras and Bombay to ascertain, if thi« proposition 
in correct as to their Courts, and have been favored 
wiih early anawere, The answer of Sir Robert Gomya 
ad Sis Edward Gambier chews that the ‘proposition 
is correct aa regards the Supreme Courtof Madras. By 
Siv Henry Roper’s anewer, itseems that the question 
‘hax auver becn decided at Bombay. From the evi- 
dence of Sir Ralph Rice, however, before the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords, 1830, it appears 
that the thirteenth year of King George the First 
haa been cousidered at Bombay alto, as the Epoch at 
which English Law was iutreduced by the Establish. 
meat of the Mayor's Court. 

We observe ala in the Reports of Cases decided 
by the Sudder Dowanny Adawlut of Bombay, vol. 1, 
p- $33, that a case is cited by the A-lvocate General 
from the Courier Newspaper of the 30ih January 
1818, in which the learned Recorder of tha: day is 
made to way that ‘the Gest Charter of Justia might 
be waid to be that of George I. in 1726, creating thi 
Mayor's Court at each of the three Presidenci 
Perhaps therefore the allegation in the Preamble to 
Unis Sectiva may pe considered sufficiently proved. 



































(a) EQUITY AND GOOD CONSCI ENCE. 


The Mofasdl Courts ae regards Euglish Law are 
not Courts of Law, but of Equite. 

They now ndmingater to Dritish subjects the sama 
geiom which is administered by English Courts of 
Equity. See the case of Hoo v. Peter Marquis, Repotts 
of the Sudder Dewanoy Adawlut, Vol. 4, p. 243: 

But oue wry remarkable differeuce in their 
cumstances causes -an equally remarkable difference 
in the mode in which they administer that 
They are Courts administering English Equity in a 
country in high there are no Courts of English Law. 
‘This io a Mast advat A very great portion of 
the business of Euglish Courts of Equity consists of 























attempts {not always, though generally effertan!) to 
preventor remedy the mischievoua effvets of proceed- 
ings in Courts of Law. Where there are no auch 
Courts this function has of course no existence. 
The Mofussil Courts have nothing to do bat to 
adminixter Equity, following Law of course, but 
unembarraseed by the on-existenor of Coarts of Law, 
—that in to aay, to give to every suitor his legal righ 
when there ia nothing inequitable in them,—when 
thera is any thing inequitable, then his legal rights 
modified and corrected by Equity, Again, as every 
British aubject who sues in the Mofussil ia seeking 
Equity, he is obliged, according to th® well known 
rule, to do Equity as the price of obtaining it. 

The cff-ct of this Act will not be, to introduce any 
new ayatem into the Mofussil Conrts, but merely to 
extend to all persone who are not Hindoos or Mthom- 
medians that ayatem which is already adminstgred to 
British subjects, 


























(e) DISTINCTION BETWEEN REAL AND 
PERSONAL PROPERTY. 





This, in the early stages of English Law, would 
have been a very important change. But now every 
man may by that Law dispose of his real property 
by will ax he pleases. And by Mr. Ferguson's Act 
the real Estates of British aubjects in the Presidencies 
are liable for debts of all kinds, Practically there- 
fore, this change will nat bea great ove, especially 
when we take into account the cirenmatonce that all 
the Mofussil Courts are Courts of Equity. in whieh 
kind of Courts the distinctions between Realty and 
Peraonality are vot looked upon with favour. 

We anpreviend that the Law of Primogenitura as it 
now existe in England has not much divest operation, 
becaure the greater part of landed property in either 
in settlement or prswen by will. Tt is probable, how- 
ever, that the original Law of Primogeniture, 
cluding as it did any testamentary power, has still a 
considerable indirect’ eff ct through the feelings of 
landed proprietors. It probably induees them in 
their settlements and wills to make an eldest son, ae 
it is commonly expressed. 

The question agitated among Pulitieal Eoonomists 
hs been, whether a compulsory Law of equal parti- 
tion is beneficial or otherwise. We believe it haw 
not been frequently srged that, ao long ax every 
is left at Liberty to divide iis oroperty as he pleas 
after his death, the national welfare requires that, in 
the event of his making no provision, the principle of 
Primogeniture should prevail. 





























Whether, in a countey where the power to aettla 
and devise real property exists, the feeling in favor of 
Primogeniture, or something approaching to Primos 
eniture, with ite effet upon wilie und xettlements, ix 
beneficial or not,—is a question too wide to be di 
cussed in this note.” Nor is such @ discussion ace 
sary for tha present purpose; because the feeling 
does nat exist with rugard t& the real property of 
Englishmen in India, and assacedly «could nat be 
created in.such ci tanees_by merely permitting 
thi aint of the ancient English Law of Primos 
geniture to continue in existence, Thu existence of 
that remnant, therefore, surely holds out no prospect 
of advantage, equivalent to that of having one simple 
and unife:m Law uf Sucvessiva tor “all kinds of 
property. 

There is one distinction betweew moveable and im- 
moveable property. which we believe ie in practice 

i sail, and which we think ouzht 
ion of Law. We mean the distine- 
tion introduced. int, Bugliah Law by the Statute of 
Frands, whieh makes writing and signature ueceseary 
to a conveyaned of real property. Bat we think a 
provision to this effet” will mora properly form the 
subject of a xeparate Act than uf an exception to UNie 
Section. 



































(f) DISTINCTION BETWEEN MOVEABLE 
AND IMMOVEABLE PROPERTY. 


Tt cannot be denied that, by the recognition of 
this distinotion, the diffleult qaestion of Domiede will 
frequenily arise for decision in the Mofuasil Courts, 

d also that those Conrte will frequently have to 
inquire what is the Law of the domicile of a deceased 
person, in respect of succession to moveable property. 
These difficultivs, ho r, cannot be removed with- 
out making British India an exception ia this reapect 
to other British possessions, and perbaps to the whole 
civilized wold: and even if we thought it advisable 
to propose the abolition of the distinction, we should 
doubt whether any Legislature, exeept the Iinperial 
Parliament, could with perfect propriety alter a part 
of the Law which seems to have a near relation to the 
comitas inter gentes. 

Whittn we come to the Codes of Substantive Law 
we shall go fully into this subject, and consider how 
far we can, consistently with a due respect to the 
ernerhl practice of nations, relieve the Cuurts of this 
country from the necessity.of applying any uiher Law 
than that of the place. 


(9) DE RENCE BETWEEN THE LAW AD- 
MINISTERED TO HINDOOS AND MAHOM.- 
MEDANS IN THE PRESIDENCIES AND IN 
THE MOFUSSIL. . 























‘The right of Hindoos and Mahommedans to have 


Hindoo and Mahomaidan Law administered to them 
is limited, both in the Presidencivs aud in the Mofus- 
sil; but the limitation is not the same in the two 
cases. Neither ia the Law administered to theac two 
classes, in cases where they are not entitled to their 
own Laws, the same (gractically at least) in the Pre- 
sidencies and in the Mofussil. 

When we are making the throe Codes of Substantive 
Law, which appear to be required for the’three great 
closses of which the population of this Iudian Empire 
consis Hindoos, Mahommedans, and peraons ho 
are 1 Hindoos nor Mabommedany, it is to be 
hoped that we may find it possible to give to the two 
former classes the same Law, in the gases in which 
Hindoo and Mahommedan Law are not now «pecially 
























reverved to then, OF may not Continue tr be espeei- 
ally reserved to them, an that to which tho- last class 
will be subject in euch caves, It is alvo to be huped, 
or rather it ic not to be doubted, that we shall be 


able to provide that the legal condition of euch of 
the three classes sluall be the same respeciively in the 
Presiden and in the Mofuasil. 

This Act, however, is intended fpr the last class 





only, and any provisions affecting the other two would. 


be out of place intlt. 


(4) CONSEQUENCES OF PERSONS CHANG- 
ING THEIR LAW. 


According to the view expressed in Nate (6), these 
persons no lohger professing the Hindoo and Ma- 
hommedan religions, the Hindou and Mahommedan 
Laws will not be applicable to them respectively. 
They will become properly wubject to the lex doci. it 
is necessary however to provide against any loss of 
rights to them, or to any other persone through them, 
by this chenge of Law. ‘Thia is done by Section XI. 

But besides the change from [Hindoo and Mahome 
medan Law to the. lex foci which owes its origin to 
this Act, there is alovs of rights consequent upon 
nunciation of the Hindoo and Mahommedan religions, 
by the operation of the two systems of Taw belung- 
ing respectively to those religions, It was to prevent 
this lose of rights that Section IX. Regul VI. 
of 1832 of the Bengal Code was enacted. Seotion XIL. 
of thie Act will make the Law &miform on this point, 
throughout the territorics under the Government of 
the East India Company except within the limite of 





























the local jurisdiction of Her Majeaty’s Supreme 
Courts, We think it ought to be the same within 
thone limits, but to make it so does not fall within the 
scope of this Act 


a, SETTLEMENTS IN THE STRAITS OF 
MALACCA. 


The whole of the Settlements in the Straits being 
subject to the Law which is administered by tte Re- 
corder’s Court, there is no room for the application 
of thia Act to those Settlements. 


Ch) TENSION OF ACTS OF THE COUN- 
CIL OF INDIA. 


We at first thought of extending, by a gencral pro- 
vision in this Act, all the Acts of the Council of 
Indin which ‘have extended the provisions of Acts of 
Parliament to any parts of India, or to any peraons in 
India, But having looked throigh thove Acts, we 
Delieve it will be a more expedient course to make 
separate aad special provision for that purpose. 











The eort of ense which Scctton XIII. ia intended 
to meet may be thus exemplified. A married Hinduo 
man renodnees his religion and becomes aubject to 
the /ew loci, according to that Law he might sue for 
a restitution of conjugal rights of his Wife refused to 
cohabit with him. But according to Hindoo Law 
the wife would have a right to separate herself from 
F a husband who had bee uteast, and, nevertheless, 

to hive her maintenance out of his property, 

This right of the husband and this right of the 
wife are ineonsistent with each other und only one of 
them can prevail. To avoid outrage to the religious 
feelings of the wife, her right to separate hersclf ought 
to prevail. But it is very diffieult to foresee all the 
cares requiring special provision when @ man p 
from tie Uindeo or Mahommedan Law to the dea 
dei, and to make auch special ptovision beforehand, 
as shall moet the exigency, A diseretion is therefore 
left to the Court of Appeal in these cases to decide 
according to what may appear to be the merits of 
euch individual ease.

Whereas it is doubtful what is now the substan- 
tive pa) Law of the place, (4) in the ‘Territories 
subject to the Government of the East India 
Compauy, without the Jocol jurisdiction of Her 
Majesty’s Supreme Courts at Caleutts, Madras, 
and Bombay; 

And whereas also a practice has grown up in 
the Courts of the East India Company, of admi- 
mistering to every person uct being a findoo or 
Mahommedan,—in all cases not specially provided 
for,—the substantive Law of the country of such 
person, or of the country of the ancestors of such 
person, whenever such substantive Law is not 
inconsistent with equity and good conscience; 

And whereas it is lawfal for Aliens to hold 
lands in the said ‘Territoriea, and there is a great 
and increasing number of Aliens in the said ‘Ter- 
ritories ; 

And whereas also the diversity of Laws, which 
the vaid Courts of the East India Company, 
according to the suid practice, may have to admi- 
nister, is likely to occasion great and increasing 
inconvenience and difficulty ; 

And whereas also there is in the said Territo~ 
ries a great and increasing number of persons, 
wise legal connection with their country or with 
the country of their ancestors is interrupted by 
illegitimacy, and it is doubtful whother the said 
practice is applicable to euch persons ;

NOTES TO THE DRAFT ACT. 


(a) SUBSTANTIVE LAW. 

For two reasona we think it right to explain the 
sense in which we have used this expression, 

First; because, though the expression has been 
used in Treatises of Jurisprudence aud in Ofici 
Reports, it has not, we believe, been before used in 
Li gislation 

Seegnd; because we believe the expres 
been used, or at least understoud, in a xen 
from that which it ia intended to bear in th 

It has been used or understood, we believes as if it 
included the definitions of crimen; as if there were 
betantive Criminal Law, and Substantive Civil 
if the only subject matter of the whole 
uria excluded by it, were the Rules of Plea 
Widenoe, and Procedure. When the expression 

Rs al Pleading, 
Evidence and Procédure are considered an adjective to 
the Pehal Code, or Definitions of Crimes,—the Penal 
taelf being considered not as adjective to the 
Code, but as substantive, 

In this Act we intend (he teem to include only the 
definitions of rights and oblig 
sider the definitions of Civil injuries 
tions of Crimes as parts of adjective Law. 











































This, we think, is clearly the correctimport of the 
expression, The definitions of Civil injuries, and of 
Crimes are evidently only neeesgry for preventing 
infractious of rights and obligations, 

If we suppose every member of the community to 
have suffiviewt motives, independently of legal pro- 
ceedings, to reepect the rights of hia neighbour and 
his own obligations, there would beno use in defiaing 
civil injuries or crimes. That is to vay, definitions of 
civil injuries and.of crimes are of no use, except as 
adjective to definitions of rights and obligations. 

We have also the authority of the Fourth Report of 
the English Commissionera of Criminal Law for this 
use of the expression, 

“Tt is in the fiest place material, (they aay.) to 
advert generally tw the relation. which the criminal 
branch of the law bears to the whole « Every

fc) APPLICATION OF STATUTES TO INDIA. 


We wrote to the Judges of the Supreme Courts of 
Madras and Bombay to asecrtais, if thiy proposition 
iu correct as to their Courts, and have heen favored 
with early answers. The answer of Sir Robert Comyn 
and Sir Edward Gambier shews that the proposition 
Henrrect axregarde the Supreme Court of Madras. By 
Sir Henry Roper's answer, i seems that the questi 
has never bern decided at Bombay. From the 
dence of Sir Ralph Rice, however, before the Select 
Counnitter of the House of Lords, 1890, it appears 
that the thirteenth year of Ring George the First 
lax been considered at Bombay also. as the Bpoch at 
which English Law was introduced by the Establish- 
inent of the Mayor’a Court. 

We observe also in the Reports of Cases decided 
by the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut of Bom! oF 
P. 884, that a cave in cited by the Advocate General 
from the Courier Newapaper of the 30th January 
1818. in which the learned Recorder of that day 13 
made to say dhat “the first Charter of Justice might 
be said to be that of George I. in 1726, creating the 
Mayor's Court at each of the three P-esidencibs. 
Perhaps therefore the allegation in the Preamble to 
this Section may be considered sufficiently proved. 

































(d) EQUITY AND GOOD CONSCIENCE. 
‘The Mofussil Courte ag regards English Law are 
not Courts of Lew, but of Equity, 
They now administer to British subjects the sama 
system which is administered by English Courts of 
Equity. See the case of Huo v. Peter Marquis. Repurte 
of the Sudder Dewanny Adawlut, Vol. 4 p. 243.

There is one distinction between moveable and im- 
moveable property, which we believe is in practice 
observed in thy Mofumil, and which we think caght 
to have the xanetion of Law.

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(4 DISTINCTION BETWEEN MOVEABLE 
AND IMMOVEABLE PROPERTY, 


It cannot be denied that, by the recognition of 
this distinetion, the difficult question of Dumicile will 
frequently arise for decision in the Mofussil Courts, 
and also that those Courts will frequently have to 
inquire what is the Law of the domicile of a deceased 
person, in respect of succession to moveable property. 
These difficulties, however, cannot be removed with- 
out making British India an exception in this respect 
to other British possessions, and perhaps to the whole 
civilized world: and even if we thought it advisable 
to propose the abolition of the distinction, we should 
doubt whether any Legislature, except the Imperial 
Parliament, could with perfeot propriety slter a part 
of the Law which seems to have a near relation to the 
contitas inter gentes. 

When we come to the Codes of Substantive Law 
we shall go fully into this subject, and consider how 
far we can, consistently with a due reepect to the 
general practice of nations, relieve the Courts of this 
country from the necessity of applying any other Law 
than that of the place. 












(y) DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE LAW AD. 
MINISTERED TO HINDOOS AND MAHQM- 
MEDANS IN THE PRESIDENCIES AND IN 
THE MOFUSSIL. 


The right of Hindoos and Mahommedans to bave 
Hindoo and Mahommedan Law administered to them 
is limited, both in the Presidencies and in the Mofus- 
sil; bat tho limitation is not the eame in the two 
cases, Neither is the Law administered to these two 
classes, in cases where they are not entitled to their 
own Laws, the same (practicully at least) in the Pre- 
sidescies and in the Mofussil. 

When we are making the three Codesof Substantive 
Law, which appear to be required for the three great 
classes of which the population of this Indian Ewpire 
coneists, viz, Hindoos, Mehommedans, and persons who 
are neither Hindoos nor Mahommedaus, it to be 
hoped that we may find it possible to give to the two 
former classes the same Law, io the cases in which 
Hindvo and Mahommedan Law are not now specially 
reserved to them, or may not continue to be especi- 
ally reserved to them, ax that to which the last clase 
will be subject in such cases. It is alvo to be hoped, 
or rather it is not to be doubted, that we shall be 
able to provide that the legal condition of cach of 
the three classes shall be the sawe respectively in the 
Presidencies and in the Mofussil. 

This Act, however, is intended for the last clase 
only, and any provisions affecting the other two would 
be out of place in it. 




















(4) CONSEQUENCES OF PERSONS CHANG- 
ING THEIR LAW. 


According to the view expressed in Note (2), there 
persons no longer professing the Hindoo and Ma- 
hommedan religions, the Hindeo and Mahommedan 
Lane will not be applicable to them respectively. 
They will become properly aubject to the lex lori. It 
is necessary however to provide against any lose of 
righte to them, or to any other persons through them, 
by this change of Law. This is done by Section XI. 

But besides the change from Hindoo and Mahom- 
medan Law to the dex loci which owes ite origin to 
thin Ac’, there ix a loss of rights consequent upon re- 
nuncistion of the Hindoo and Mahommedan religions, 
by the operation of the two systems of Law belong- 
ing respectively to those religions. It was to prevent 
this love of rights that Section LX. Regulation VII. 
of 1832 of the Bengal Code was enacted. Section X11. 
of thiv Act will make the Low uniform on this point, 
throughout the territories’ under the Government of 
the East India Company except within the limits of 








the loeal jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Courts. We think it ought to be the sume within 
those limits, but tp make it so does not fall within the 
scope of this Act, 





(i) SETTLEMENTS IN THE STRAITS OF 


MALACCA. 


The whole of the Settlements in the Straits beit 
subject to the Law which is administered by the Re- 
corder's Court, there is no room for the application 
of this Act to those Settlements. 


(kh) EXTENSION OF ACTS OF THE COUN- 
CIL OF INDIA. 


We at first thought of extendiug, by a general pro- 
vision in tl Act, al) the Acts.of the Couneil of 
India which have extended the provisions of Acts of 
Parliament to any parts of Inia, or to any persons in 
India. But having looked through those Acts, we 
believe it will be a more expedient course to make 
separate and special provision for that purpost 




















The sort of case which Sretion XIII. i 
to meet may be thus exemplified. A married Hindoo 
man renounces his religion and becomes eudjret to 
the lex foci, according to that Law ho ‘might eue for 
a restitution of conjugal rights of his wife refused to 
cobabit with him. But uccording to Hindoo Law 
the wife would have a right to separate herself from 
a husband who had become outcast, and, nevertheless, 
to hive her maintenance ont of his property. 

This right of the husband and thie right of the 
wife are inconsistent with each other and only one of 
them can prevail. To avoid outrage to the religious 
feelings of the wife, her right to separate herself ought 
to prevail. But it is very difficult to forevee all the 
cascs requiring special provision when a man passes 
from the Hindoo or Mahommedan Law to the lex 
loci, and to make such special provision beforehand, 
aa shall meet the exigency. A discretion is therefore 
left to the Court of Appeal in these casca to decide 
according to what may appeat to be the merit of 
each individual case. 

‘This is a very anomalous provision; but it ie a 
provision injended for a very anomalous state of 
things.

THE PILOT SERVICE. 





HE fellowing Charge .and Finding and Sen- 
tence, in the case of Mr. Master Pilot R. P. 
Barlow, are published with the sanction of. 
Government, as a warning to the Service against 
gving annoyance to Commanders of vessels in a 
similar manner, and for geueral information. 
CHARGE. 

‘Mr. Master Pilot Robert Frederick Barlow is 
hereby charged with highly improper conduct 
whilst in Pilotage charge of the “ Mary Catherine,” 
Captain Edward ‘Taylor, in che month of October 
last, in the following instances: 











Ist Instance. Tn having said to Capiain Taylor 
in a very insulting and unbecoming manner, upon 
his declining to have a steamer for the chip, that 
he (Mr. Barlow) did not care; if he did not get 
up this month he should the next, and if not then 
till the month of March and April, when he 
should be sure of a southerly wind, that it made no 
difference to him; his salary was ‘lhree Hundred 
Rupees a month, and that when he arrived at 
Caleutta he would be put into anuther ship, or 
words to that effect. 2

(u) SUBSTANTIVE Law. 


For two reasons we think it right to explain the 
sense in which we have used this expression, 

First; becanse, though the expression has been 
ased in Treatises of Jurisprudence and in Offvinl 
Reporte, not, we believe, been before used in 
Legislation, . 

Second; because we believe the expression hav 
been used, of at least understood, in a xense different 
fiom that which it is intended to bear in this Act. 

Tt has been used or understood, we believe, as if it 
included the definitions of crimes; an if there were 
Substantive Criminal Law, and Substantive Cuil 
Law; as if the only eubject matter of the whole 
corpus juris excluded by it, were te Rules of Plead 
ing, Evisence, and Procedure. When the expression 
in thie senee, the Rules of Criminal Pleading, 
Evidence and Procedure are considered aa adjective (0 
the Penal Code, or Definitions of Crimes,—the Pentl 
Code itself being considered not aa adjective to he 
Civil Code, but as substantive, 

In this Act we intend the term to include only the 
definitions of rights and obligations; and we if 
sider the definitions of injuries and the defn’ 
of Crimes as parte of adjective Law. i. 
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‘This, we think, 18 clearly the ortect import of the 
exptession. The deAnitions of Civil injuries, and of 
Crimes ate evidently only necersary for preventing 
infractions of rights und obligations. , 

If we suppose every member ef the community to 
have sufficient motives, independently of legal pro-

(b) LAW OF THE PLACE. 


Lex loci. The Hindoo Law andthe Mahommedan 
Law are properly the Laws of peracna belonging

fe) APPLICATION OF STATUTES TO INDIA 


We wrote to the Judges of the Supreme Courts of 
Madras and Bombay tv ascertain, if thix proposition 
ia corect a to their Courts, und have bern favored 
with early anawere. The answer of Sir Robert Comyn 
and Sir Edward Gambier shews that the proposition 
incorrect as regarits the Supreme Court of Madras. By 
Sir Henry Roper's answer, itseems that the question 
has never bern decided at Bombay. From the evi- 
dence of Sir Ralph Rice, however, before the Select 
Committee of the House of Lords, 1830, it ap} 
that the thirteenth year of King George the 
has been considered at Bombay also, ax the Bro 
which Eaglish Law was iatroduced by the Establish- 
ment of the Mayor'a Court. 

Wo observe also in the Reports of Cases decided 
by the Sudder Dewanny Adawlat of Bombay, vol. 1, 
Pp. £35, that a case ia cited by the Arlvoente General 
from the Courier Newspaper of tie 30h January 
1818, in which the learned Recorder of that day is 
made to say that “the firat Charter of Justice might 
to be that of George I. in 1726. creating the 

Court at each of the three Presidengies.”

(d, EQUITY AND GOOD CONSCIENCE, 


The Mofussil Courts as regards English Law are 
not Cuuits of Law, but of Equity.

(e) DISTINCTION BETWEEN REAL AND 
PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


This, in the early tages of English Law, would 
have been a very important change, But now every 
man may by that Law dispose of his real property 
by will aa he pleats, Aud by Mr, Ferguston'e Act 
the real Estates of British «ubjeets in the Presidencies 
e liable for debts of all kinds, Practically theres 
fore, thie change will not bea great ous, especially 
when we take into aecount the circumstance that all 
ihe Mofussil Courts are Courts of Equit whieh 
kind of Courts the distinctions berween Realty aud 
Personality are uot looked upon with favour.

The question agitated among Palitical Eeanamiats

Whether, in a country where the power to reitle 
anid devise real property exists, the feeling in fiver of 
Primogeniture, or something approaching to Primo~ 
geniture, with ita effret upod wills and settlements, is 
beneficial or not,—is a question too wide to be dis 
cnosed in this note. Nor is avch « discussion necor- 
sary for the present purpose ; because the a 
dors not exist with regard to the real property of 
Englistmen in India, and assuredly could not be 
created in such circumatunoes by merely permitting 
the remnant of the ancient English Law of Primo- 
geniture to continue in existence. The existence of 
that remnant, therefore, eurcly holds out no praspret 
of advantage, equivalent to that of having one simplo 
and uniform Law of Succession for all kinds of 
property. 

There is one distinction between moveable and im- 
moveable property. which we believe is in practice 
observed in the Mofussi!, and which we think ought 
to have the sanction of Law. We mean the distine- 
tion introduced into English Law by the Statute of 
Frauds, which makes writiag and signature necessary 
to a conveyance of real property. Bat we thi 
provision to this effegt will mora properly form the 
anbject of a separate Act than of an exceptiva to this 
Section. 














() DISTINCTION BETWEEN MOVEABLE 
AND IMMOVEABLE PROPERTY. 


Tt cannot be denied that, by the recognition of 
this distinction, the difficult question of Domicile will 
frequently,arive for decision in the Mofussil Courts, 
and also that Qhose Courta will frequently bave to 
inquire what is the Law of the domicile of a deceased 
person, in respect of succession to moveable property. 
These difficulties, however, cannot be removed with- 
out making British India an exception in this respect 
to other British possessions, and perhaps to the whole 
civilized world: and even if we thought it advisable 
to propose the abolition of the distinction, we should 
doubt whether any Legislature, except the Imperial 
Parliament, could with prrfeet propriety alter a part 
of the Law which seems to have @ near relation to the 
comitas inter gentes. 

When we come to the of Substantive Law 
we shall go fully into this subject, and consider how 
far we can, consistently with a due reaprct to the 
general peacticn of nations, relieve the Courts of th

(g) DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE LAW AD- 
MINISTERED TO HINDOOS AND MAHOM- 
MEDANS IN THE PRESIDENCIES AND IN 
THE MOF 








The right of Hindoos and Mahommedans to have 
Hindoo and Mahommedan Law administered to them 
is limited, both in the Presidencies and in the Mofus- 
sil; but the limitation is not the aame in the two 
caves, Neither ix the Law udministered to there two 
classes, in cases where they -are not entitled to their 
own Laws, the simu (practically at least) in the Pre- 
gidenciew and in the Mofussil. 

When we are making the three Codes of Substantive 
Law, which appear to be required for the three grrat 
classes of which the population of this Iudian Empire 
consists, viz. Hindoos, Mahommedans, and persons who 
are neither Hinidoos nor Mahommedans, it ia to be

(h) CONSEQUENCES OF PERSONS CHANG- 
ING THEIR LAW. 








According to the view expressed in Note (2), these 
persone no longer professing the Hindoo and Ma 
hommedan religions, the Hindoo and Mahommrdan 
Lawa will not be applicable to them pectively, 
They will b: come properly subject to the lex loci. 
is necessary however to provide against any loss of 
rights to them, or to any other persone through them, 
by this change of Law, Thin in done by Section XI. 

But besides the change From Hifidoo and Mabom- 
medan Law to the lex foci which owen its origin to 
this Act, there is a lone of rights consequent upon jre- 
punciation of the Hindoo aud Mahommedan religions, 
by the operation of the two ayaterma of Law belong.

(k) EXTENSION OF ACTS OF THE COUN- 
CIL OF INDIA. 


We at first thought of extending, by a general pro- 
vision in this Act, all the Acts of the Council of 
India which have extended the provisions of Acts of 
Parliament to any parts of Indis,,or to any persons in 
India, But having looked through those Acts, we 
believe it will be a more expedient course to make 
separate and special provision for that purpose. 


























The sort of case which Section XIII. ia intended 
to ineet may be thus exemplified. A married Hindoo 
man renoances hie religion und becomes subject to 
the lex loci, according to that Law he might «ue for 
a restitution of conjugal rights of bia wife refused to 
cohabit with him. But according to Hindoo Law 
the wife would have a right to separate herself from 
u husband who had become outcast, avd, nevertheless, 
to have her maintenance out of his property, 

This right of the husband and this right of the 
wife are inconsistent with each other end only one of 
them can prevail. To avoid outrage to the religious 
feelings of the wife, her right to separate herself ought 
to prevail. But it is very difficult to forceee all the 
ses requiring «pecial provision When a man pases 
from the Hindoo or Mabommedan “Law to the ler 
dyci, aud to make such special provision beforehand 
as shall meet the exigency. A diveretion is therefure 
left to the Court of Appeal in these cases to decide 
according to what may uppear to be the merite of 
euch individual case. 

This ie a very anomalous provision; but it is a
